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Kollmeyer retires 
after 22 years of 
service to Belleville

Feb. 3 is Diana Kollmeyer’s last day as 
city manager of the city of Belleville. 

The city council is in the midst of a search 
for her replacement and it won’t have a 
new city manager by the time Kollmeyer 
walks out the door after almost 22 years in 
city hall. 

The council has discussed getting an 
interim city manager to fill in until a new 
city manager is hired, but no decision was 
made. 

Kollmeyer said she had been serving in 
municipal government since 1980. 

She was born in New Castle, Indiana, and 
grew up there. In the fall of 1979 there was 
a local election and her mother worked in 
the mayor’s campaign. When he won, he 
told her mother she could have one job 
for whomever she chose and she chose 
daughter Diana. Her other daughter had 
recently found work. 

Kollmeyer served as executive secretary 
to the mayor for five and a half years, but 
they didn’t get along. The coffee was too 
strong or she didn’t play country music 
enough and other things. 

After a while, she earned enough time to 
have the summer off. She said she would 
decide when she came back if she would 
stay. 

When she returned, the mayor said he 
would be better, but it didn’t last. 

A clerk-treasurer was needed in city hall, 
so she walked across the hall from the 
mayor’s office and applied there and got 
the job. She worked there as chief deputy 
clerk-treasurer until 1997, when she 
remarried and moved to Michigan. 

While she was in New Castle and was 
still the mayor’s secretary, the clerk- 
treasurer and her husband, Pam and Bob 
Jarvis, who had a rug-weaving business,

Belleville DDA unanimously elects Alicia McGovern

Alicia McGovern, who had been serving 
as vice-chairperson of the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority for 
the past year, was unanimously elected 
chairperson at its meeting on Jan. 15. 
But, it took some fancy footwork to get 
the election completed. 
Jim Chudzinski nominated McGovern for 
the post and Sabrina Richardson-Williams 
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nominated Jason Mida. When they voted 
McGovern got four votes and Mida got 
three. 

DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson said 
the bylaws require five votes to win the 
election and so they didn’t quite know 
what to do. 

Then, Mida said since they needed to move 
forward he would decline the nomination. 
Since there was no other candidate, 
McGovern was elected unanimously. 

Then, Richardson-Williams nominated 
Mida for vice-chairman and McGovern 
nominated Chudzinski. 

The vote was four for Mida and three for 
Chudzinski. Again, a candidate needs five 
votes to win. 


“PII decline for vice chair,” Chudzinski 
said, pointing out since Mida had come 
forward and declined his nomination to 
make things move along smoothly, he 
wanted to do so, as well. 

Then Richardson-Williams was 
unanimously reelected treasurer and 
Denise Baker was unanimously reelected 
secretary. 

Thompson, who was serving as recording 
secretary for the meeting, said this was 
most polite group she has ever worked 
with. 

The DDA also voted to keep the meeting 
time at 6 p.m. on the third Wednesday of 
each month.

delayed any artwork decisions for the new 
library until after they can see the colors 
in person; 

e Heard the building committee report 
by Cichewicz, which included details of 
the opening of the media center in Sumpter 
and the addition of red curtains and a red 
refrigerator to the center after the open 
house. Most of the people coming to the 
media center are coming to pick up books 
they ordered, she said. As to the main 
library in Belleville, Cichewicz reported 
the curtain wall is three-quarters done, 
but they did not ship enough windows. 
The circular stair railing has not yet been 
delivered and they can’t open the building 
without it because it is a safety measure. 
Once it is received it will take a week and 
a half to install. She said the elevator is 
done and the phone is working. They had 
automatic book return training last week, 
some of the bookshelves have arrived, 
and the sunscreen had arrived and is being 
installed. Cichewicz said every area tiled 
has been short. She said she loves the 
children’s area and the lights there; 

e Heard John Juriga say he talked to the 
city council about doing something with 
the interior beams of the old library. He 
said all the used books that used to be on 
the shelves for the Friends of the Library 
to sell are gone. Juriga said he recycled the 
soft covers and a lot had been sold and the 
rest were disposed of. He said the books in 
the hallway were given to Monroe; 

e Heard Library Director Mary Jo Suchy 
say she has a whole list of phone numbers 
of people who want to help with the move 
from the old library to the new. She reported 
one of the quilts has already been taken by 
the high school and the other will be going 
into the new library’s history room. Peters 
said Dan Selman of Van Buren Township 
said the township is interested in the 
mural in the old library. Suchy said there 
is a delay on their Dell computer order 
due to trade/tariff issues. She noted the 
automated materials handling system has 
been installed and the conveyor belts will 
be visible through the front window; 

e Heard Dawson say she was concerned 
about all the chairs in the new media center 
in Sumpter having their backs to the door. 
There are monitors by the door, but Suchy 
said maybe they could put up some mirrors 
they have so they could see who’s coming 
in. Suchy also said the library has extra 
squares from the carpet in the present 
library meeting room and they will be put 
on the floor for kids in the media center; 

e Learned Kelly Skinner has been 
promoted to full-time librarian in the adult 
services department. The full-time staff 
has been interviewing part-time librarians 
and library assistants for the new building; 

e Learned the Friends of the Library 


held their meeting the previous Saturday 
and reelected their officers. The power 
went out as they started their meeting and 
the meeting continued. Linda Arnold has 
retired from heading up the used book 
sales for the Friends. Suchy said nobody 
wants to take over that position, but there 
may be some possible co-chairpersons; 

e Discussed upcoming events, including 
the Feb. 21 Mardi Gras celebration at 
the old Fred C. Fischer Library, the soft 
opening of the new library around Feb. 24, 
the grand opening of the new library on 
July 25, and a special party for donors; and 

e Heard Peters say, “These are really 
exciting times,” with Juriga echoing, “Very 
exciting times.” Juriga said he tries to go 
into the new building every day. Dawson 
said, “I’m so excited,” adding the ribbon- 
cutting at the branch in Sumpter on Jan. 
13 was “like Christmas, my birthday, and 
Halloween” all in one. Peters said, “We 
are all giddy around this table. It’s been 10 
or 20 years of work before we got to this 
point.” 

The next meeting of the library board at 
7:30 p.m., Feb. 11, is expected to be in the 
new library. 


Critical type O blood 
shortage: Red Cross 
urgently needs donors 


The American Red Cross has extended 
its urgent call for donors of all blood 
types to give blood or platelets. With 
influenza escalating across the country and 
preventing some donors from giving, and 
winter weather threatening to cancel blood 
drives, the Red Cross now has a critical 
shortage of type O blood and urgently 
needs donors to restock the shelves. 

As of Monday, the Red Cross had less 
than a three-day supply of type O blood 
available for patient emergencies and 
medical treatments. Type O positive blood 
is the most transfused blood type and can 
be given to Rh-positive patients of any 
blood type. While just 7% of the US. 
population has type O negative blood, 
it can be transfused to patients with any 
blood type and is what hospital staff reach 
for during emergencies when there isn’t 
time to determine a patient’s blood type. 

Donors of all blood types — especially 
types O positive and O negative — are urged 
to make an appointment to give blood or 
platelets now using the Red Cross Blood 
Donor App, visiting RedCrossBlood.org, 
calling 1-800-RED CROSS (1-800-733- 
2767) or enabling the Blood Donor Skill 
on any Alexa Echo device.

Where would you 
like to see a senior 
assisted-living site? 


We’ve had several calls from seniors in 
the community who would like to suggest a 
better place for the assisted living complex 
for seniors than the place at the corner of 
Tyler and Morton Taylor roads. 

That place is out in the country, they say, 
without sidewalks to take them to shopping 
sites or parks. 

The place everyone who has called agrees 
on is the former Ford property across from 
the Van Buren Township hall on Tyler 
Road, west of Belleville Road. 

The woman who called on Monday said 
the old Ford property, now owned by the 
township, is right across Tyler Road from 
the senior center, township government, 
and parks. There also are sidewalks on the 
south side of Tyler Road for seniors to walk 
to many shopping sites a short distance 
away. She also noted that it is close to the 
police and fire departments for emergency 
services, so often needed by seniors as they 
age. 

Others have called to say it is so wonderful 
the township already has the property to 
provide for such a development. 

The current site under consideration 
seems to have the zoning it needs and 
appears qualified for such use. The 
planning consultant said if the township 
turns it down, the township will get sued 
and will lose. It’s sure to get approved. 

But maybe the township can approve 
the site preferred by seniors, as well, for a 
second assisted-care development.

EXTRA THINGS | KNOW 


We’ re starting up with our annual Report to 
the Taxpayers series on how their taxes are 
being spent, beginning with the Belleville 
Area District Library. Director Mary Jo 
Suchy was extremely speedy in replying 
to our Freedom of Information Act request 
for the salaries of the library employees. 
National Heritage Academies, which runs 
Keystone Academy charter school in 
Sumpter, also replied very speedily and we 
received its FOIA response second. 

Ten-day FOIA-reply extensions, to the 
required five day reply time, have been 
announced by the City of Belleville, Van 
Buren Township, and the Van Buren Public 
Schools, so we won’t get those salaries until 
Feb. 6. Sumpter Township has yet to reply 
to the FOIA. 

VBT Public Safety Director Greg Laurain 
said the police departments with faulty 
Datamaster breath-testing equipment does 
not include Van Buren Township, although 
some media reports have it listed. Van Buren 
County is among those with questionable 
Datamasters. 

Eight devices involved in 52 drunk driving 
arrests are targeted, with the closest to VBT 
being Pittsfield Township. 

Director Laurain said as soon as his police 
department heard about problems with 
the Datamasters, VBT stopped using their 
Datamaster and are relying only on blood 
draws. They won’t use it again until after it 
is checked out by the state police. 

Laurain said the state police have a 
good handle on the problem and it looks 
like someone signed a fraudulent report. 
MSP has suspended the contract with the 
company that maintains the breathalyzer 
devices and is investigating. 
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On Monday morning, Jan. 13, around 
11:30, I heard an emergency call on the fire 
scanner to the 16000 block of Martinsville, 
south of Burtrig, where a three-month-old 
baby had stopped breathing. The dispatcher 
explained the baby had been born premature 
and had been home for a week. 

As the emergency crews rushed to the 
rescue, the mother continued her rescue 
breaths and the baby started breathing again. 
The dispatcher said she could hear the baby 
crying — a good sign. 

Sometimes those emergency calls end up 
being dramatic stories. 

From time to time I get complaints about 
the water coming from Lakeview Tavern 
and onto the sidewalk and Main Street in the 
city of Belleville. On Friday, I got another 
call. This time I was told the water is frozen 
across the sidewalk and street and very icy 
and dangerous. 

My caller said it has to be against code 
and he’s tried to get the city to do something 
about it, but has failed and now, he says, 
the DPW Director won’t pick up the phone 
when he calls or return his calls. 

The last time I asked about this water, I 
was told by the city that it is coming from 
Lakeview’s sump pump and when the 
street was upgraded there was no place for 
the pump to drain, so that’s why the pump 
drains there.

Safeguards are in laws 
to protect our votes 


To the editor: 
Re: Absentee Ballots 

For 100 years, the League of Women 
Voters has fought for voting rights and 
the safeguarding of our nation’s election 
systems. The League was thrilled that 
Proposal 3 passed overwhelmingly in 
Michigan last November, which allows 
any voter to obtain an absentee ballot for 
any reason. We hope this extra convenience 
for Michigan’s voters allows more citizens 
to participate in our elections. More 
participation strengthens our democracy. 

Thanks to Michigan’s decentralized 
process, our use of paper ballots, and our 
numerous checks and balances, Michigan’s 
elections are considered among the most 
secure in the nation. The processing and 
counting of absentee voter (AV) ballots is 
outlined in detail in the Election Official’s 
Manual published by the Michigan Bureau 
of Elections. This manual is available on 
the Secretary of State’s website, and we 
urge voters who are concerned about the 
handling of their ballots to read the 20+ 
pages of detailed instructions that clerks 
are required to follow. 

Transparency and auditability of election 
processes is part of Michigan’s election 
law. Clerks are required to track AV 
ballots to such an extent that voters can 
check to see if their absentee ballot was 
received by their clerk. Per Michigan’s 
Election Manual: “Immediate recording 
of AV ballots sent and returned into the 
AV module of the Qualified Voter File 
is required and provides an easy and 
efficient way for election officials to print 
applications and ballot labels, and manage 
the list of voters sent ballots as required by 
law. This task also benefits the voter who is 
able to track the mailing and receipt of their 
absent voter ballot via www.mi.gov/vote 
(Michigan Voter Information Center). The 
same information is also included in the 
ePollbook download of voter information 
in the Electronic Poll Book (EPB) on 
Election Day, alerting election inspectors 
to not issue another ballot.” 

Before performing any duties of their 
office, every city and township clerk and 
deputy clerk in Michigan must take an oath 
affirming to support the constitutions of the 
United States and Michigan. The League 
urges all voters to use the absentee voter 
option if they choose to do so. Safeguards 
have been built into Michigan law that 
protect our votes — whether in person or 
absentee.

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four parking spots by Main Street and 
seven staggered deciduous trees. He said 
they lost all the green space in the project 
because of space limitations and there will 
be paving in front of the museum garage 
for the historical society instead of grass, 
at the request of Van Buren Township. The 
sidewalks on both sides of the street will 
be pulled up and the bricks on the museum 
side will be given to VBT to relocate.

and due to the shortfall that occurred on 
Oct. 1, the LDFA was loaned $700,000 on 
Sept. 4 by the township to assist in the bond 
payment. The LDFA will continue to pursue 
legal action against Visteon in partnership 
with the township; 

e Was reminded the informational meetings 
required by state law will be held at the 2 
p.m. March 11 meeting and the 2 p.m. Sept. 
8 meeting; 

e Heard LDFA member Scott Medlen, who 
manages Grace Lake for Sovereign Partners, 
report that the complex will be having some 
available space for sub-leasing. He said 
there is space leased by Visteon and GE 
that is not being used and will be sub-let. 
When pressed for the cost of such space, he 
said it would be in the vicinity of $20 per 
square foot. He also said he was working 
on signage for the public walking trails and 
the parking lot. He said he likes the idea of 
planting fruit trees in the ITC corridor along

went to jail. Kollmeyer was there when the 
police came and she had to give a statement 
and a handwriting sample. The two were 
sentenced to one-and-a-half years in jail 
each. 

She said in Indiana the cities are audited 
by the State Board of Accounts and New 
Castle had a male and female auditor in 
the office. The male told an off-color joke 
and the clerk-treasurer complained. The 
auditors investigated and found that the 
clerk-treasurer had been stealing money. 

“If Dennis hadn’t told an off-color joke, 
they never would have been caught,” 
Kollmeyer said of the auditor. 

The scheme had to do with Pam typing up 
checks to her or her husband and cashing 
them. Although she didn’t have to be in 
the office but once a month, she made sure 
she was back when bank statements and 
cancelled checks came in. 

She lifted up her signature from the 
cashed checks and replaced it with the 
Farm Bureau Co-op and then on the back 
she stamped “Farm Bureau Co-op for 
deposit only.” 

The Farm Bureau was where the city 
went for fuel for the police and DPW so the 
fuel bills were pretty large, she recalled. 

After Kollmeyer moved to Ypsilanti she 
decided she would look for a new job, 
although her husband told her she didn’t 
have to work. She wanted to work and 
wanted to do something different. She said 
she thought it would be fun to sell real 
estate, as she had in the past, or to be a 
travel agent, but didn’t find those jobs. 

She saw a help-wanted ad in The Ann 
Arbor News and applied to be Belleville’s 
clerk-administrative assistant and got the 
job. 

She said before she was hired, City 
Manager Kerreen Gellert (now Conley) 
invited her to lunch at Dos Pesos restaurant. 
She said the city manager wanted to tell 
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her about the political climate at city hall 
between her and Mayor Dennis Fassett. 

“I told her it’s not my first rodeo,” and 
then got the job, Kollmeyer said. 

She said she got her name removed 
from handling any money when she later 
became city manager because she didn’t 
want any of that. 

Kollmeyer said Jay Hartford and 
Angela Power made up the Civil Service 
Commission at that time and they 
interviewed her. 

Kollmeyer said in June 1998, she became 
Belleville’s clerk/administrative assistant 
and City Manager Gellert was terminated 
in July. 

“This has been a wonderful ride back 
home and here,” Kollmeyer said of her 
work in municipal government, noting the 
people she met were the best thing about 
the jobs. 

She said she loved working on Harvest 
Fest and the scarecrows in town. As she 
continues to purge her office of unneeded 
documents, she said she came across notes 
from the late DDA chairwoman Rosemary 
Loria. Kollmeyer said she is still mourning 
the loss of Loria. She said she and DDA 
Coordinator Carol Thompson would visit 
Loria in the hospital and at home during 
her battle with cancer. 

Kollmeyer is the mother of Kimberly 
Diane, 46, and grandmother of Kendra, who 
will graduate from Ball State in Muncie, 
Indiana, in May with an environmental 
degree with a minor in soils. Kollmeyer 
said Kendra will graduate totally debt free 
because in the sixth grade she became a 
part of the 21st Century Scholarship for 
Tuition program. 

Kollmeyer’s grandson Garrett will be 
graduating from New Castle High School. 

Her mother still lives in New Castle and 
her brother and sister are in Indianapolis. A 
brother died of cancer at age 25. 

She also has three step-children and four 
step-granddaughters.
